But this was 
the commission’s only reference 
to an unofficially reported super- 
explosion .which is ‘believed to 
have been that of a hydrogen 
bomb.

The report went no further 
than to quote the commission’s 
Nov. 16 announcement that the 
Pacific test programs included 
experiments contributing ‘“‘to 
thermonuclear weapons re- 
search,”’ which is directed at 
developing a hydrogen bomb.

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Dulles Outlines 


America’s Job 


Although the specific actions to at- 
tain them are still to be worked out and 
will unfold during the coming months, 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
gave the nation and the world Tuesday 
night a preview of the broad objectives 
of United States foreign policy under 
the Eisenhower administration. 

The address, of course, was cleared 
with the President and Mr. Dulles, as 
spokesman for the administration, gave 
us a hint of the tone of Ike’s State of 
the Union message slated for Monday. 
That address, it is understood, will be 
devoted largely to foreign policy as was 
the inaugural speech. 

All of these statements of policy are 
intended to emphasize the overriding 
importance of America’s position in 
world affairs—a position that makes all 
other issues small in comparison and 
which necessarily must shape most of 
our domestic programs. In other words, 
the United States must lead the free 
world to victory in the cold war against 
communism and the “deadly serious” 
threat of “encirclement” by Soviet Rus- 
sia and her satellites or perish our- 
selves. 

It is only fair to point out that the 
objectives as already outlined by the 
President and Mr. Dulles are substan- 
tially those in effect in the previous ad- 
ministrations. In his final address to 
the nation, President Truman called for 
continuation of policies that would 
strengthen the free world and lead 
eventually to the Iron Curtain captives’ 
throwing off the bonds that hold them 
in slavery. Efforts in this direction 
will be intensified and the United 
States will recapture the offensive in 
the cold war under the Dulles and Ei- 
senhower program, if their plans work 
out, forcing the Communists to “want 
peace in Korea” and elsewhere. 

It is a good thing that Mr. Dulles is 
losing no time in making his first trip 
to the NATO countries. Western Euro- 
pean unity holds the key to success of 
all our efforts. There has been a dan- 
gerous drift away from this ideal and 
away from United States leadership in 
the transition period of administrations. 
He has some fence-mending to do but 
there is no reason to believe that he 
cannot succeed in renewing the com- 
mon objectives and purposes that have 
guided NATO until recent months. 


Chancellor Adenauer said only this 
week that ratification of the Allied- 
+German treaties depends to a great de- 
gree upon the presence of a strong and 
influential United States high commis- 
sioner. Germany will do little until the 
arrival of the new commissioner, Dr. 
James B. Conant. Similar waiting 
games seem to prevail in England as 
well as in France and other NATO 
‘countries. 

Mr. Dulles and President Eisen- 
hower are losing no time in getting a 
positive program under way in the cold 
war with Russia. Backed by the Con- 
gress and the American people, it 
should produce concrete results in the 
coming months. Our state of rearma- 
‘ment and the groundwork for positive 
action already laid make possible a 
more aggressive approach to the cold 
war than in the past.

Auto Tax Leak 
Must Be Plugged 


There is nothing abnormal about the 
fact that much of the proposed legis- 
lation in Georgia concerns the auto- 
mobile. 

Car ownership in this nation repre- 
sents one automobile for every three 
persons. Current models “rev” up to 
210 horsepower. Of the car of the fu- 
ture, an automotive engineer says -one 
can walk into the styling studios of any 
auto maker and find drawings of auto- 
mobiles that look like they’re going 100 
miles an hour when they are parked at 
the curb. 

When those conditions exist, it is 
normal, natural and highly necessary 
that the legislators give much attention 
to putting the automotive vehicle and 
its owner into their proper place in 
society. 

Proposed safety legislation seems to 
be making progress. The certificate of 
title bill faces tough sledding because 
of the opposition of new car dealers, the 
very ones who should be first to advo- 
cate a title law for the protection of 
their customers. 

Another vehicle regulation bill that 


merits passage is that which would re-: 


quire payment of taxes before issuance 
of a license. Inadequacies of present 
-statutes are loopholes through which 
thousands, even millions, of dollars in 
‘tax money escape. Owners register 
their cars outside the county of resi- 
dence, even outside the state, to dodge 
the ad valorem tax. Nonresident own- 
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ers buy tags in Georgia to take advan- 


tage of our low license fee and to escape 
» tax payment in their own state. 


Passage of the property tax license 
plate bill would be a benefit to honest 
car ownerg in Georgia, to our state, 
county and city treasuries and to our 
sister states. The only fellow who won't 
benefit is the tax dodger. 

An alternative is abolishing the ad 
valorem tax on Cars, raising the license 
fee to a much higher level and rebating 
to counties and cities on the basis of 
car registration. 

One’ way or the other, 
should be plugged.

Robert Frost Honors 
Atlanta and Georgia 


Atlanta and Georgia once again have 
the pleasure of an appearance by one 
of America’s outstanding literary artists 
of this century: Robert Frost, four 
times winner of the Pulitzer Prize for 
poetry, who spoke Wednesday at Agnes 
scott College and who will make an 
address Friday at the University of 
Georgia. 

The 77-year-old poet, who hes fre- 
quently lectured at the Decatur and 
Athens schools during the last decade, 
has gained deserved world renown for 
his poetic expressions of New England, 
presented in a simple, lucid style that 
is as refreshing and invigorating as the 
rustic people and unpretentious life of 
which he writes. 

Living in.an age that has been char- 
acterized by emotions fluctuating from 
extfeme optimism to extreme pessimism 
towards the attainment of peace among 
men, Mr. Frost has achieved what lit- 
erary critic Mark Van Doren terms a 
“golden mean which, far from signify- 
ing that extremes have been avoided, 
signifies that they have been enclosed 
and contained.” 

Mr. Frost’s verses exalting the vir- 
tues of the New England countryside 
contain fundamentals which are not 
peculiar to his section of the country. 
Indeed, they are’ voicings of basic values 
that have contributed to the growth of 
all sections, North, East, West and 
South, into a unified America. 

What could be more typical of the 
American scene than these opening 
lines: from the well-known “Birches”: 


When I see birches bend to left 
and right 

Across the lines of straighter 
darker trees, 

I like to think some boy’s been 
swinging them. 

But swinging doesn’t bend them 
down to stay. 

Ice storms do that. Often you must 
have seen them 

Loaded with ice a sunny winter 
morning 

Afterarain...

Once Mr. Wilson announced his inten- 
tian té sell his stock, the only possible ob- 


jection allegedly was to his ‘“‘past connec- 


tions,’ and the implication was broadcast 
that he could not be a fair and disinterested 
public official because of his previous em- 
ployment. or associations. 


This was the argument also made by a 
group of ‘“‘insurgent’”’ Republicans and 
Democrats 23 years ago against the con- 
firmation of Mr. Hughes. At first, the late 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, leader of the 
‘liberals’ and “‘insurgent’’ Republicans, 
predicted that the nomination would be ap- 
proved ‘‘unanimously’’ by the Senate ju- 


,diciary committee, of which he was the 


head, but a few days later the insurgents 
decided the opportunities for demagoguery 
and political capital were too good to 
pass up. 


Thus, Senator Norris, in a Senate speech, 
said that Mr. Hughes had amassed a for- 
tune in law-practice and represented ‘‘un- 
told wealth.’’ He declared it was ‘‘reason- 
able to expect ... that these influences 
have become part of the man. His view- 
pdint is clouded. He looks through glasses 
contaminated by the influence of monopoly 
as it seeks to get favors by means which 
are denied the common, ordinary citizen.”’ 


It was the late Sen. Frederick Gillett of 
Massachusetts who told the Senate that if 
the criticism of Hughes for representing 
wealthy clients were to be accepted, no 
great lawyer could ever be confirmed as 
Chief Justice. 
been made this week—namely, that, be- 
cause a man has been associated with big 
business, he beeomes ineligible to serve his 
country in the cabinet of a President of the 
United States, notwithstanding the fact that 
he:sells all his stock holdings and converts 
them into cash or government bonds.

President to Set 
Pattern Monday 


WASHINGTON—The pattern and pro- 
gram of the new administration will be set 
next Monday, when President Dwight Ei- 
senhower goes before a joint session of Con- 
gress to deliver his first formal message on 
the State of the Union. In it he is expected 

to outline the course he 

will take on foreign and 

domestic policies. Hence 

the message promises 

to assume an impor- 

tance of the first mag- 

nitude. Presumably, it 

will offer a blueprint of 

the legislative road that 

lies ahead, as well as 

chart the course we are 

to follow in the field of 

sane foreign policy for the 

next four years. On/the lighter side, the 

message will be an innovation in that it 

will mark the first time a Republican legis- 

lative program has been submitted to a 

Republican-controlled Congress by a Re- 

puviican President in more than two 
decades. 


In the light of all the discussion of lead- 
ing issues that took place in the election 
campaign, few surprises are expected to be 
found in the President’s address to Con- 
gress. 

Two of the toughest problems the ad- 
ministration and the Republican-controlled 
Congress will have to tackle are on the 
score of government ‘expenditures and fed- 
eral taxes. During thé campaign the Re- 
publicans: promised reductions in both. How 
far they may be able to go in this direction 
will depend on foreign policy and the course 
of events in Korea. 

Some of the isolationist elements of Con- 
gress are urging a- marked reduction in our 


allied aid program. From his experience 


as NATO commander in Europe, Generat 
Eisenhower. has indicated he is not pre- 
pared to go along with them too far in this 
direction. It is possible.that some schism 
my develop on this phase of his message. 

In conformity with Republican. pledges 
to yeduce taxes, leaders of the party in 
Congress have already proposed that the 
excess profits taxes on business be allowed 
to die when they expire next June and that 
the 11 per cent across the board tax in- 
crease imposed on individual incomes, due 
to expire Dec. $1, be done away with on 
June 30. The Eisenhower State of the 
Union message is expected to throw light 
on this situation. 

As to the Reciprocal Trade Agreement 


Act, President Eisenhower in his inaugural 


address seems to have indicated his posi- 
tion clearly enough. He spoke of “‘economic 
health as an indispensable basis of military 
strength’’ and went on to say that ‘‘we shall 
strive to foster everywhere, and to practice 
ourselves, policies that encourage produc- 
tivity and profitable trade,’ adding that 
“the impoverishment of any single people 


in the world means dangér to the well being 


of all other peoples.’’ The high tariff pro- 
tectionist elements who are opposed to our 
reciprocal trade program can get little eon- 
solation from this.

Sample Ballots Aid 
Intelligent Voting 


During the first days of the General 
Assembly a bill was introduced which, if 
passed, Will make it possible for newspapers 
in the state to publish a sample ballot prior 
to elections. 

Under present laws this is illegal. The 
purpose of the present law is to safecuard 
the ballot and eliminate, as nearly as’ possi- 
ble, any tampering with the way a person 
votes. 

However, it has been shown time and 
time again that a lot of the voters in this 
state go to the polls without proper instruc- 
tions in the correct way to mark their bal- 
lot. Because of this a lot of voters have 
their ballots thrown out when the votes are 
counted. It is even possible for a person to 
so incorrectly mark his ballot that his vote 
is counted differently from the way he 
intended it to be counted. 

If a sample ballot can be made available 
to all the voters, then those in doubt about 
the correct way to mark the ballot can 
obtain the necessary instructions before he 
goes to the polis. There is no reason why 
the publication of a sample ballot should 
make elections any less fair or accurate 
than they are now and it tertainly would 
be a service to those in doubt about the cor- 


-rect way to mark a ballot.

How Should One 
Read the Bible? 


In the mail comes this letter which de 
serves a more complete answer than space 
may permit: ““My acquaintance with the 
Bible represents more of a smattering of 
ignorance than any profound or useful 
knowledge of the Book. When curiosity or 
need leads me to a reading from the Bible, 
I .get bogged down, so to speak, in the 
legalism of Leviticus or the census-taking 
of Numbers. What suggestions can you 
offer for a more prof- | ee 
itable .or helpful ap- 
proach?”’ 

Ev arf pantie’ is asked 
similar . questions. I 
wish I could give a sim- 
ple thumb-nail rule and 
let, it go at that. But 
that would be inade- 
quate, for the implica- 
tions of the questions 
are too vital for life 
and faith for a snap . 
judgment. Several observations come to 
mind, however. First, the mood of one’s 
approach to the Holy Scriptures is of con- 
siderable consequence. Secondly, the man- 
ner of reading may determine altogether 
the result .of your reading. Thirdly, one 
should know what the Book is and what it 
is not. 

Let me consider the last point first. The 
Bible is a collection of 66 separate books. 
While each may be thought of as an en- 
tity, there are great common themes which 
bind all together in purpose and spirit. The 
writing of these books continued, under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit as we be- 
lieve, for a period perhaps in excéss of 
1,000 years. 

The Bible is a book of faith. It is not a 
volume of scientific speculations or of chron- 
icles written according to the historical 
method or of definitive biography or of 
literature written for the sake of being lit- 
erary. The Bible is not a manual of psy- 
chology or of sociology or of ancient eco- 
nomics. Of course, there are elements of 
all these, because the Bible is as broad as 
life itself. 

While the sciences deal with demonstra- 
ble ‘‘fact.”’| the Bible offers revealed 
“truth.” The varied sciences study the 
physical world and physical.man, but the 
Bible interprets the world and man spir- 
itually. To recognize this is important lest 
we fall into the peril of some post-Darwin- 
ians who thought that choice between 
physical interpretation and spiritual inter- 
pretation was mandatory. 

This helps us, for instance, to under 
stand why so many of our great scientists, 
knowing that a_ scientific explanation of 
the universe is only part of the story, read 
the Bible to search for the great truths of 
the spirit. **‘Man doth not live by bread 
only, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth.of the Lord doth man 
live’ (Deut.,

The west by-pass and the expressway. were de- 
signed to ease the critical north-south traffic conges- 
tion, which engineers contend is much worse than the 
east-west movement. 

Ttaffic last year flowed over the by-pass at the 
rate of 14,500 vehicles daily, highway counts show. 
City Traffic Engineer Karl Bevins estimates the load 
will be doubled this year since the North Ave. under- 
pass has been opened and permits a direct route from 
North Ave. to Peters St., S. W. A new bridge is to be 
opened soon on Bankhead Ave. ., near. Marietta St., open- 
ing still another route to the by-pass. 

Completed sections of the expressway are moving 
13,000 vehicles daily in the north-south pattern. — 

Into the secondary busiest street category go Uni- 
versity Ave., S. W., with a daily load of 17,000; Me- 
morial Dr., S. E., 16, 500: Bankhead Ave., N. W., 16,200: 
Moreland ‘Ave., N. E. and S. E., 15, 700: Gordon St., 
S. W., 14,700; Howell Mill Rd., N. W.. and DeKalb Ave., 
N. E., 14,500, and West Marietta St., N. W:, 13,400. 

This concentration of traffic along a few streets, 
Bevins points out, causes critical conditions daily at a 
half-dozen points over Atlanta. He names as the most 
critical point a detour on Peachtree where the express- 
way bridge is under construction. 

Drivers find rush-hour confusion on Piedmont Ave., 
at Cheshire Bridge Rd. and again at Rock Springs:Rd., 
Bevins says. Jams form at Ponce de Leon and Peach- 
tree; Memorial Dr. and Capitol Ave.; Moreland Ave.

Physical bottlenecks are being eliminated as rapid- 
ly as funds permit, Bevins declared.

More than that, engineers believe, the average 
driver can greatly improve conditions by refraining 
from illegal turns and other faulty driving which creates

Decay Cut

MARSHALL, Tex., Jan. 28 (B— 
A six-year experiment in this East 
Texas city was cited today as proof 
that fluoride in drinking water can 
drastically reduce dental decay. 

The test was one of the most 
carefully controlled experiments in 
modern dental research. Both the! 
American Medical Association and 
the American Dental Association 
co-operated. 

X-rays of continuous-resident six 
year olds here, compared with 
those in another Texas community 
without fluoride, showed: 

1. The Marshall children have 
57 per cent fewer cavities than 
those of the same age group in the 
other city—Jacksonville, Tex., 70 
miles away. 

85 PCT. CAVITY-FREE 

2. More than 35 per cent of the 
Marshall six year olds have no 
cavities whatever. Only 13 per cent 
of Jacksonville’s are cavity-free. 

3. The cavity rate among Mar- 
shall children is declining steadily. 
Cavities among Jacksonville chil- 
dren, in most years during the pe- 
riod, showed an increase.

Negro Doctor Serving Race 


32 Years Honored in Texas 


TAYLOR, Texas, Jan. 28—(4)—This central Texas city tonight 


named as its outstanding citizen 


of 1952 a Negro doctor who has 


watched over the health of his people 32 years. 


The award—an engraved plaque 
given by four local civic clubs— 
went to Dr. James Lee Dickey, 
whose quiet, easy-going ways belie 
a determination which conquered 
typhoid, tuberculosis and deadly | 
infant diarrhea among Negroes | 
here. 

Dr. Dickey, now 59, came to 
Taylor as a young medical school 
graduate in 1921 to ‘“‘stay a few 
years.” But he “remained to do 
my life’s work.’’ 


NEGROES BENEFITED | 

At that time, Negroes waited in 
hospital halls until doctors had 
‘treated white patients. Negroes 
were not allowed in theaters, and 


one, a stranger in town, was pis: 


tol-whipped for asking at the box 
office if he eould be admitted. 


Now Taylor has a 15-bed hospital 


for Negroes. Their health is better, 
the infant diarrhea death rate 
is down, tuberculosis almost 
whipped. Negrees attend the Rita 
Theater on Main Street in this city 
of about 10 thousand people. They 
sit in,the balcony. 

“Race relations are getting bet- 
ter,” Dr. Dickey believes. ‘‘We 
need time for the races to under- 
stand and to know each other. Ev- 
eryone just needs to be patient, 
and things that seem to be prob- 
lems won’t be problems any more. 
We (the Negroes) can’t make any- 
body like us. It’s a thing of the’ 
heart. All we can do is wait and 
hope.” 

His greatest challenge came in 
1933 when a typhoid fever epidemic 


the depression and many Negroes 
could not afford $1.30 a month for 
a city water connection. They used 
contaminated water from Bull 
Branch Creek. 


WATER CONTAMINATED 


Dr. Dickey went before the city 
commissioners with proof that Bull 
Branch, into which some _ cess 
pools drained, was part of the city 
sewer disposal system. The city 
opened fire hydrants and allowed 
the poor, Negro and white alike, 
te carry water away in buckets. 
‘The state Department of Health 
provided typhoid vaccine and Dr. 
Dickey worked long hours giving 
three injections to every Negro 
who would take them. There was 
no charge. 


Dr. Dickey persuaded the city 
‘to let him use an empty rooming 
house for treatment of typhoid vic- 
tims. On the same site today is 
the Dickey clinic, his 15-bed hospi- 
tal erected in 1935. 
With typhoid whipped, the Ne- 
gro doctor flirned to infant diar- 
a the high death rate of the 
newborn, venereal diseases, and 
tuberculosis. Before he came, the 
birth of a Negro baby in a hospital 
was all but unheard of. Education, 
a venereal disease clinic, a new 
state tubercular hospital for Ne- 
groes ate Kerrville, Tex.—thes 
helped defeat the health problem. 
The Negro doctor says “ther: 
has never been a white physiciar 
in my town who has ever refuser 
to help me with a case when .;

Would Repeal» 


Shrimping Act 


A bill to repeal the 1952 law 
governing shrimp trawling and 
to outlaw large trawling nets in 
the state’s sounds and inland 
waterways was introduced Wed- 
nesday by Rep. Mose Edenfield 
of McIntosh. 

The bill would repeal the act 
which wag. the center of a storm 
of controversy and a public hear- 
ing last year after game and 
fish protectors became involved 
in running.battles with violators 
of state shrimping regulations. 

Edenfield’s bill would outlaw 
mets larger than 10 feet in 
diameter between gan. 1 and 
March 16 for bait shrimp, and 
would close sounds and coastal 
rivers, except where local coun- 
ty elections open them, for all 
shrimping operations. 

Mainly the bill outlaws the use 
of nets other than cast nets ‘‘in 
the tidal rivers, bays, and creeks 
at any time’’ to take shrimp or 
fish other than shad.

‘“‘We rushed her to Grady Hospital and she stayed there a 
month,” Kitty recalled. ‘‘Except for her arms her whole body was 
involved, from the neck down. They took good care of her at 
Grady and within a month we were able to take her to Warm 
Springs. I hated to leave her at Warm Springs because she was 
so terribly homesick. 


‘“‘But I didn’t know what else to do. I was miserable about 
it, just knowing how much she wanted to come home and those 
people at Warm Springs . . . they’re the most wonderful people 
on earth! They understood how it was and Dr. Bennett arranged 
for the physiotherapist to teach me how to exercise her muscles 


at home.”’ 


The Askews brought Sylvia home for a trial period of three 
weeks and Mrs. Agnes Center, who was at that time in charge 
of the polio ward at Grady, went out to their house and helped 
them set up a vat and instructed them in the giving of hot packs. 

The Askews worked at home with Sylvia under the instruction 
of the experts from the National Foundation. Sylvia had one 
operation at Emory and wore casts for months. She seemed 
better but, her mother had just about adjusted herself to accepting 
the fact that her child would never really walk. :

DUNBAR, Scotland, Jan, 28—

‘Wingate, one of the leading fig- 
ures in Britain’s expansion of 
power in the Middle East at the 
end of the last century, died to- 
day. He was 91. 

Wingate became governor gen- 
eral of the Sudan and command- 
er-in-chief of the Egyptian Army 
in 1899 during the days when 
Britain held full sway over those 
vast Nile Valley areas.
